They  are  perfectly  hardy,  being  field  grown 
and  aclimated  to  temperatures  of  20°  and  colder  without 
protection.  If  large  plants  are  wanted  quick  you  will  want 
the  transplanted  plants.  You  may  also  wish  to  plant  some 
seeds  yet  too  for  later  sale.
